FOUQHT WAY TO LIBERTY

Convicts 
Escape 
After 
Fierce Battle With OfTicers. 


Sacramonto. Cah, July 28.—Thlrteec 
desperate prisoners confined In the 
Polsom penitentiary made a succossfu] 
break for liberty. After a fiorce fight 
in the captain's office, during which 
Turnkey Cochrane was fatally stabbed, 
William Cotter, a guard, killed, and an- 
other ofllcer wounded, 
the 
convicts 
seliced arms and ammunition, and using 
the 
warden 
and 
otber 
offlcers 
as 
shields, escaped. 
It is believed they 
are making for the Baid MountaiD. 
State troops ordered out by Governor 
Pardee have gone to the scene. 


The convlctB went to tho ofllce of R. 
'J. Murphy, captain of the guard, and 
seized Wardeij Wilkinson, bis grand- 
son. Harry Wilkinson; Captain Mur- 
phy and several other 
offlcers 
and 
guards. 
A desperate fight took place. 
The convicts were armed with linives 
and rozors^ and with those they as- 
sailed Warden Wilkinson and hifc offi- 
cers. 
The 
warden's 
clothing 
was 
slashed into shreds with a razor, but 
the blade did not 
touch 
the flesh. 
Turnkey Cochrane fought the convicts 
with a chair, raining blows upon them 
right end loft. 
Finally he was felled 
by a knife thrust In the back. 
Guard 
Cotter was disemboweled by a cut in 
the abdomen, and he died later. Guard 
Palmers was severely cut In the head.

The oihcers were easily outnumbered 
and were soon relieved of their arms. 
Then, using the oilcers as shields, the 
convicts started for the armory oa the 
outskirts of the penitentiary grounds.

Romo, July 29.—It Is officially an- 
nounced that in addition to the will 
of tho Into pontiff, and teparato from 
It, lioo x n i . left a trifling present to 
each of a long list of relatives, mom- 
bera of the i3apal houtchcld, prelates, 
doctor«, cardinals, etc. 
As many for- 
malities have to bo observed it prob- 
ably wi-11 be some time before those 
gifts aro delivered. 


That there is a conviction at the 
Vatican that the conclave will be of 
short duration is proved by the fact 
that all those who are to enter the 
conclave to minister to tho wants of 
the cardinals have been engaged for 
only three days. 
The two camps into 
which the sacred college is divided 
appear to be becoming daily more ir- 
reconollablG, and it is said that the 
antl-Rampolla 
faction 
has 
declared 
that. If necessary to defeat the oppo- 
sition. they wilt even go to the length 
of supporting a foreign cardinal. The 
name 
oi 
Cardinal Kopp. bishop ol 
Breslan, was mentioned In this con- 
nection, but was 
hardly considered 
seriously owing to the belief that un- 
der present conditions the elevation 
of a German to the 
papacy might 
mean the irreparable loss of France to 
the Holy See. 


In well Informed circles Cardinal

Pietro, 
pro-datary

the late pope. Is being talked of as a 
compromise candidate in the event 
that Cardinals Oreglia, Gotti, Ram- 
polla or Serafino Vannutelll Is xmable 
to secure the necessary votes.

is said, be the representative of tie 
Rampolla-Gottl faction, -and yet would 
be fairly acceptable to all.

maining In the main part of the build- 
ing behind a double line of the Swiss 
guards. Within the chapel was Count 
Camillo Pecci, a nephew of the late 
pope» wearing the red uniform of a 
general of the noble guard. 


In tho chapel the music changed to 
notes of Joy and triumph, and "In Pa- 
radlsum" rani? out with telling effect 
From the outsi'Je the five bells of S t 
Peter's rang their accustomed salute 
to the coming night, mingling harmo- 
niously with the niusir of the choir. 


The body was sprinkled with holy 
water, absolution was given and the 
foot of Leo XIII. was klHsed for tho 
last time by Majordomo Cagiane, Mas^ 
t«r of the Chamber Bizletti and Count 
Camillo Pecci. The majordomo then 
covered the venerable features and 
hands with a white silk veil bordered 
with gold.

When all had been 
seated the ski It was headed for the 
dam» and when within a short distance 
from the structure, the suction from 
the ''bear trap" drew the boat. In spite 
of the boys' frantic efforts, under the 
•water flowing over the dam. The acci- 
dent was witnessed by hundreds of 
people, and rescuers were quickly at

Sacramento, Cal., July 28.—Thlrteec 
desperate prisoners confined In the 
Polsom penitentiary made a succossful 
break for liberty. After a fiorce fight 
In the captain's office, during which 
Turnkey Cochrane was fatally stabbed, 
William Cotter, a guard, killed, and an­ 
other officer wounded, the convicts 
flelKed arms and ammunition, and using 
the warden and other ofllcers as 
shields, escaped.

The convicts were armed with knives 
and raiors^ and with thoi»e they as­ 
sailed Warden Wilkinson and hlfc ofla- 
cers.

Turnkey Cochrane fought the convicts 
with a chair, raining blows upon them 
right end left.

Rouo, July 29.—It Is officially an* 
aounced that In addition to the will 
oi tho late pontiff, and teparai© from 
W, Loo XIII. lelt a trilling present to 
each of a long list of relatives, mem­ 
bers of the papal houfchold, prelates, 
dootora, cardinals, etc. As mauy for- 
Bialitios have to be obaurvcd it prob­ 
ably wUl be some time bofore those 
gifts aro delivered.

Here all those who had 
received invitations were stopped, re­ 
maining in the main part of the build­ 
ing behind a double line of the Swiss 
guards. Within the chapel was Count 
Camillo Peccl, a nephew of the Jate 
pope, wearing the red uniform of a 
general of the noble guard. 
In tho chapel the music changed to 
notes of Joy and triumph, and “In Pa- 
radisum” rans out with telling effect 
From the outsi'Je the five bells of St, 
Peter's rang their accustomed salute 
to the coming night, mingling harmo­ 
niously with the niusir of the choir. 
The body was sprinkled with holy 
water, absolution was given and the 
foot oi Leo XIII. was kissed for the 
last time by Majordomo Cagiane, Mas­ 
ter of the Chamber Bizletti and Count 
Camillo Pecci. The majordomo then 
coTored the venerable features and 
bands with a white silk veil bordered 
with gold.

FOUR YOUNG PEOPLE DROWNED 


Opening of Dam In the Allegheny Fol­ 
lowed By Sad Accident. 
Pittsburg, July 29.—A sad acrident 
iollowed shortly after the formal open­ 
ing of dam No. 1 in the Allegheny at 
Herrs Island, in which four young peo­ 
ple were drowned. Their names are: 
'Joseph Brown, aged 19; Henry Brown, 
14, brother of Joseph; Frederick Bul­ 
ger, Jr., and Edna Shipley, 18. 
After the ceremonies Incident to the 
opening of the dam, which is the first 
to be built in the proposed Allegheny 
river slack water system, the three 
boys were riding around below the 
dam in a skiff, and seeing three girl 
friends on the bank invit*ed them to 
Join in the ride. When all had been 
seated the skill was headed for the 
dam, and when within a short distance 
from the structure, the suction from 
the "bear trap” drew the boat. In spite 
of the boys’ frantic efforts, under the 
water flowing over the dam. The acci­ 
dent was witnessed by hundreds of 
people, and rescuers were quickly at 
work, but before the party could be 
reached four of the number were 
drowned. Lena Bedig and Annie McIn­ 
tyre were rescued in an unconscious 
condition, but were soon revived. All 
of the bodies of the victims except 
Edna Shipley have been recovered.

8CIÀS0R8 GRINDERS. 


fiome from the Austrian Tyrol, Somt 
From 
Italy—How 
to 
Distin- 
guish Them. 


Speaking 
generally, 
the 
scissors 
grinders with machines which they 
trundle ahead of them like a vrheel- 
barrow, come from the Austrian Ty- 
rol. while those with machines 
car- 
ried on their back como 
from Italy, 
and it may be frcm as far south as 
Naples. 
But there are somo Italian 
scissors grinders from the far north- 
ern province of Venice, bordering on 
the Tyrol, who. like the men from Aus- 
tria, use trundle machines, and may 
themselves more nearly resemble the 
men of the German races to the north 
than they do those of tho Latin race 
to the south. 


The back machino men have been 
here the longer. 
The trundle machine 
men did not begin coming in numbers 
until 20 years ago or less. 
But there 
are now here many of each, and they 
are scattered all over the country. 


The back machines are all substan- 
tially alike; of the trundle machines, 
while they do have some general re- 
semblance, there are scarcely two just 
alike. 
In Austria there 
are 
places 
where these machines are made.-They 
cost there $12 or $15, and, made of 
hardwood, they last for many years. 


But many of the grinders make their 
own machines, embodying their own 
Ideas of what would be most conven- 
ient or desirable in use, or what migut 
suit their fancy. 


Under this last 
head 
might 
be 
classed the cranks seen on some of 
the machines, connecting the treadle 
with the shaft of the driving wheel. 
Somo 
of 
these, 
instead of 
being 
straight, like an ordinary crank, are 
curved, crescent-shaped, or so much 
curved that they make all but a circle, 
which play round and round curious- 
ly when the machine Is worked. 


In this country when a man wants 
one of these 
trundle 
machines he 
makes it himself 
or he draws his 
plans and takes them to a carpenter. 
The grindstones wear out, oi course, 
and 
have 
to 
be 
renewed, and the 
grinders buy stones here. 
American 
grindstone men say that they give the 
grinders better grindstones than those 
they bring with them. 


Most of the scissors grinders con- 
fine their work to the sharpening of 
scissors and knives and tools; there 
are some, these mostly back machine 
men, who add to that work the mend- 
ing of umbrellas. 
The grinders who, 
within recent years, have 
brought 
here or adopted the bugle instead of 
the time-honored bell, are, of course, 
back machine men. 
The trundle man 
needs both hands with which to wheel 
his machine. 


Does scissors grinding 
pay? 
Not 
so well as it did when scissors grind- 
ers were fewer. 
The grinders were 
all drawn here, of course, as so many 
millions of other Old World 
people 
have been, by 
the attraction cf the 
New World's prosperity and wealth. 
The earlier comers did well, and their 
success attracted many more, until 
now, a grinder said, the business In 
New York is overdone. 
Of the earlier 
days a grinder told this siory: 


Some years 
ago he mac*e a little 
scissors grinding tour through New 
England. 
He was a trundle-machine 
man himself, but on this trip he car- 
ried a back 
machine. 
The 
trundle 
machine is heavy and adapted to side- 
walks and city pavements, not 
to 
country dirt roads. 


His trip was 
prosperous, 
for in 
many parts the scissors grinder had 
remained quite 
unknown. 
He 
was 
tilling fresh ground, and his returns 
were 
corresponding. 
Even 
in one 
small city that he struck, a place of 
lü,üüO Inhabitants, they 
had 
never 
seen a traveling scissors grinder, and 
here he took in six or seven dollars a 
jay,something more than $20 .n three 
Jays, while his daily 
expenses 
had 


been about $1. 


"A gold mine?" said his interlocu- 
tor. 


''Better 
than 
somo 
gold 
mines," 
¿aid the shrewd 
and 
good-humorej 
scissors grinder. 


But there are no 
such New Eng- 
land cities now. 
The scissors grind- 
er is everywhere, and the business has 
found its level. 
But it is uncertain 
and variable, even at that. 


Here in 
New York, 
one scissors 
grinder said a man might go all day 
and make nothing, and then ne might 
take $2 or |3 from 
one house, one 
customer 
bringing 
another,—New 
York Sun,

Some from the Austrian Tyrol, Somt 
From 
Italy— How 
to 
Distin­ 
guish Them. 
Speaking generally, the 
scissors 
grinders with machines which they 
trundle ahead of them like a vrheel- 
barrow, come from the Austrian Ty­ 
rol, while those with machines car­ 
ried on their back come 
from Italy, 
and it may be frcm as far south as 
Naples. 
But there are some Italian 
scissors grinders from the far north­ 
ern province of Venice, bordering on 
the Tyrol, who. like the men from Aus­ 
tria, use trundle machines, and may 
themselves more nearly resemble the 
men of the German races to the north 
than they do those of the Latin race 
to the south. 
The back machino men have been 
here the longer. The trundle machine 
men did not begin coming in numbers 
until 20 years ago or less. 
But there 
are now here many of each, and they 
are scattered all over the country. 
The back machines are all substan­ 
tially alike; of the trundle machines, 
while they do have some general re 
semblance, there are scarcely two Just 
alike. In Austria there 
are places 
where these machines are made. They 
cost ther6 $12 or $15, and, made of 
hardwood, they last for many years. 
But many of the grinders make their 
own machines, embodying their own 
Ideas of what would be most conven­ 
ient or desirable in use, or what migat 
suit their fancy. 
Under this last 
head 
might 
be 
classed the cranks seen on some of 
the machines, connecting the treadle 
with the shaft cf the driving wheel. 
Some 
of 
these, 
instead of 
being 
straight, like an ordinary crank, are 
curved, crescent-shaped, or so much 
curved that they make all bui a circle, 
which play round and round curious­ 
ly when the machine is worked. 
In this country when a man wants 
one of these 
trundle 
machines he 
makes it himself 
or he draws his 
plans and takes them to a carpenter. 
The grindstones wear out, oi course, 
and have to be 
renewed, and the 
grinders buy stones here. 
American 
grindstone men say that they give the 
grinders better grindstones than those 
they bring with them. 
Most of the scissors grinders con­ 
fine their work to the sharpening of 
scissors and knives and tools; there 
are some, these mostly back machine 
men, who add to that work the mend­ 
ing of umbrellas. The grinders who, 
within recent years, have 
brought 
here or adopted the bugle instead of 
the time-honored bell, are, of course, 
back machine men. 
The trundle man 
needs both hands with which to wheel 
his machine. 
Does scissors grinding 
pay? Not 
so well as it did ’when scissors grind­ 
ers were fewer. The grinders were 
all drawn here, of course, as so many 
millions of other Old W^orld 
people 
have been, by 
the attraction cf the 
New World’s prosperity and wealth. 
The earlier comers did well, and their 
success attracted many more, until 
now, a grinder said, the business in 
New York is overdone. Of the earlier 
days a grinder told this siory: 
Some years 
ago he mace a little 
scissors grinding tour through New 
England. He was a trundle-machine 
man himself, but on this trip he car­ 
ried a back 
machine. 
The trundle 
machine is heavy and adapted to side­ 
walks and city pavements, not 
to 
country dirt roads. 
His trip was 
prosperous, for in 
many parts the scissors grinder had 
remained quite 
unknown. 
He 
was 
tilling fresh ground, and his returns 
were 
corresponding. Even 
in one 
small city that he struck, a place cf 
10,000 inhabitants, they 
had 
never 
seen a traveling scissors grinder, and 
here he took in six or seven dollars a 
Jay,something more than $20 -n three 
Jays, while his daily expenses 
had 
been about $1. 
“A gold mine?” said his interlocu­ 
tor. 
“Better than some 
gold mines/' 
¿aid the shrewd 
and 
good-humorej 
scissors grinder. 
But there are no 
such New Eng­ 
land cities now. The scissors grind­ 
er is everywhere, and the business has 
found its level 
But it is uncertain 
and variable, even at that. 
Here in 
New York, 
one scissors 
grinder said a man might go all day 
and make nothing, and then ne might 
take $2 or $3 from 
one house, one 
customer 
bringing 
another.—New 
York Sun.

Europe's Banking Methods. 


By Frank A. Vandcrllp* 


N Italy a bank check Is looked \ipon with snspiclon. 
Trac- 
tically no small tradesman would take a check, and none of 
them keep a bank account. I t was still more snrprlslnff to mo 
to And that m c h a statement would ))e almost literally true 
of r a r l s itself, I w a s studying the mechanism of the Bank of 
France under the guidance of one of the ollicers. 
Wc went 
Into one great room in tho old building in which there were 
200 desks enclosed In wire cagcs. all empty a t the moment, 
I asked what these wore for. 


"These cages are for our city collectors/' I was told. 
"When a small mer- 
chant borrows from the Ba*k .of France, he doos not, as with you in America, 
borrow a bank credit, and haW his loan merely added to Ills balance on the 
broks of the bank. 
With us a merchant, when he makes a loan, gets the 
actual money and takes it away. Ho probably has no bank account with us. 
Ho writes no checks. 
When the loan is duo, he does not, as would be the case 
In vour banks, comc in and pay his indebtoduoss Avlth a check; Instead of 
that wo send a collector to him, and that collector Is repaid tho loan in actual 
currency. Two hundred men start out from tho Bank of Franco every morn- 
ins? to collcct matured loans. 
Several days each month It Is necessary to send 
out 400 men, and on tho first and the Ufteeuth of each month GOO collectors 
go out." 


These collectors were uniformed men carrying leather pouches in which 
thoy have the matured notes and which are later tilled with curroncy as the 
collections are made from tho ha«k*s borrowers. 


I stood a t the paying toller's desk as I went farther along iu my tour of 
the Bank of France. As I halted there the mau avUo happened to be at the 
window at tho moment presented a check for 50,090 francs. The money was 
counted out and handed over to him, stored away in a big wallet, and he 
passed on. I asked if it were not; unusual for a man to draw out so much cur- 
rency, and was told that It was not. It w a s but another Illustration of how 
uudeVeloped is the bankincc system of Continental F.urope in its uses by tho

"Well! I don't see how she bears up under it. She seems so cheerful sho 
can't have cared much for her husband. 
But, then, some have so little 
feolin**." 


I t ' m a y be that the apparently cheerful person Is forcing herself to endure 
without outward sign a crushing weight of sorrow, in order that the lives of 
others may not de darkened by her continual tears and lamentations. 


The woman who does'this for the sake of her children is rendering them 
a service for which they will live to thank her. 
There is no danger that thoy 
will think she does not care. 
Children have their own ways of finding out 
those things.—New York New%

Country Trdning For Boys. 


By President Eliot of Harvard. 


IIEN a child grows up la the country, it gets a natural train- 
ing in accurate observation. 
I t wants to And h four-leaf 
clover; It runs to see where the green snalce Avent to; track? 
the woodchuck to its hole and gets it out; it learns the songs 
of tlie birds, and knows when the smelts run up the hrooics 
and when the twilight is Just right for iinding the partridges. 
In short, the country child gets naturally a broad training in 
observation- I t also has on the farm an admirable training in 
manual labor. 
From an early ago it can actually contribute 
t a tho care of animals, the successful conduct of the household, and the gen- 
eral welfare of the family. In the city all this natural training is lacking, and 
substitutes for it have to be artificially provided. 
This necessity has brought 
into our schools nature-study and manual training, to teach the child to use 
its eyes and its hands, and to develop its senses and its muscular powers; 
and these new beneficent agencies in education, already well in play, are in 
the near future to go far beyond any stage at present reached. We do not yet 
see how to replace in urban education the training which the farmer's boy 
or tho seacoast boy gets from his habitual contest with the adverse forces 
of nature. The Gotts Island boy, on the coast of Maine, goes out with hlr 
father in the early winter morning in a half-open sailboat to visit their lobster 
traps and bring home the entrapped lobsters. 
They start with a gentle breeze 
and a quiet sea, though the temperature is low. The boy knows just how to 
steer tho boat five or six miles to sea, where the traps are sunk on some rocky 
spot which the lobsters love. The father is busy pulling the traps. The boy 
watches tlie weatlier, and suddenly he eays, "Father, there Is a northwester 
coming. 
See the clouds driving this way over the hills." 
Tho boy knows 
just a s well as the father w h a t that means. It means a fearful beat to wind- 
ward to get home, facing a savage spray and a falling temperture, the spray 
dashing over the vessel and freezing to the sails and ropes and loading down 
the bow with ice. I t means a llfe-and-death sti-uggle for hours, the question 
being. Shall we get into harbor or not before we sink? 
Now, that is a mag- 
nilict^t training for a boy, and the sheltered city offers nothing like it. The 
adverse forces of nature, if not so formidable that men cajmot cope v/ith them, 
are strenuous teachers; but in modern cities we hardly know that tho wlud 
blows, or that the flood is coming, or that bitter cold Js imperiling airanimuJ 
life,

Europe’s Banking Methods. 


By Frank A. Vandcrllp. 


N Italy a bank check Is looked upon with suspicion. 
Prae* 
tlcally no small tradesm an would take a chock, and none of 
them keep a bank account. I t was still more surprising to me 
to find that »uch a statcnieut would ho almost litcrnlly true 
of Paris itself. I wns studying tho uiochaulsm of tho Banlv of 
Prance under tho guidance of one of tho otllcers. 
Wo went 
into one great room in tho old building in which there were 
200 desks enclosed In wire cagcs, all empty a t the momout. 
I asked w hat these were for. 
“Those cages aro for our city colloctors,” I was told. “When a small mer­ 
chant borrows from the Ba*k .of Franco, ho docs not, as with you in America, 
borrow a bank credit, and ha\V hia loan merely added to liis balance on the 
iti-oks of the hank. 
With \is a morchnnt, when ho makes a loan, gets the 
actual money and takes it away. He probably has no bank account with us. 
Mo writes no checks. When tho loan is duo, he does not. as vrould bo tho case 
In your banks, come iu and pay his Indobtoducss w ith a check; instead of 
tliat we send a collector to him, and that collector is repaid tho loan In actual 
currency. Two hundred men start out from tho Bank of France every morn­ 
ing to collect matured loans. Several days each month It is necessai’y to send 
out 400 men, and on the first and the fifteenth of each month GOO collectors 
go out.” 
These collectors were uniformed mon carrying leather pouches in which 
tht'y have the matured notes and which are later filled with currency as the 
collections are made from tho l)ii»k’s borrowers. 
I stood a t the paying teller’s <Iesk as I went farther along iu my tour of 
the Bank of France. As I halted there the man avIjo happened to be at the 
window a t the moment presented a check for 50,090 francs. Tho money was 
counted out and handed over to him, stored away in a big wallet, and he 
passed on. I asked if It were not unusu.'il for a man to draw out so much ctu'- 
reney, and was told that It was not. 
It w as but another Illustration of how 
v.udeveloped is the banking system of Continental F.urope in Its uses by tho 
S'oiieral public.—From “The Amcricau ‘Commercial luvasiou’ of Europe,” iv

The Wearing of Mourning. 


AX O’R ELL said a sensible thing not long ago, when he ex* 
plained to the public that the ostentatious mourner Is not noces- 
M 


sarlly the one who feels the most deeply. 
This has been said 
before, but it is w^orth saying several times. 


It is ealutary to remember that there is no real merit in a 
long face. 
There is nothing more heathenish than the w ay in 
wbich mourning is conducted in certain cities of American so­ 
ciety. W hether genuine sorrow is felt or not, quantities of crape 
must be worn, tho house must be darkened, and grief, tho more 
emo:*onaI the better, must bo displayed, regardless of the pres* 
ence of children or working people who need all the pleasantness they can 
get in their lives. And it is a lamentable fact that in some cases this sort of 
thing is more a m atter of parade than anything else. 
It seems heartless to say it, and one could not venture to comment on any 
particular case in this way, but there are people who go through all the out­ 
ward ceremonies of grief, not so much because they really feel that they have 
met w ith a terrible bereavement, as because they like the importance of the 
occasion, and feel that i>eople will think that they are not showing proper sen­ 
sitiveness unless they behave in the traditional manner. 
One finds these people saying, w^hen others depart from tho routine of 
mourning: 
“Well! I don’t see how she bears up under it. She seems so choerful sho 
can’t have cared much for her husband. 
But, then, some have so little 
feeling.*’ 
It may be th at the apparently cheerful person is forcing herself to endure 
without outw ard sign a crushing w^elght of sorrow, in order that the lives of 
others may not óe darkened by her continual tears and lamentations. 
The woman who does'this for the sake of her children is rendering them 
a service for which they will live to thank her. 
There is no danger that tlioy 
will think she does not care. 
Children have their own ways of finding out 
those things.—New York New%

Country Training For Boys. 


By President Eliot of Harvard. 


IÎEX a child grows up la the country, it gets a natural train- 
ing in accurate observation. 
I t w ants to find h four-leaf 
clover; it runs to sec where the green snake w ent to; track? 
the woodchuck to its hole and gets it out; it learns the songs 
of tlie birds, and knows when the smelts run up the brooks 
and when the twilight Is just right for finding the partridges. 
In short, the country chUd gets naturally a broad training In 
observation. I t also has on the farm an admirable training In 
manuîil labor. 
From an oarly age it can actually contributo 
t a tho care of animals, the successful conduct of the household, and the gen­ 
eral welfare of the family. In the city all this natural training is lacking, and 
substitutes for it have to be artificially provided. This necessity has brought 
Into our schools nature-study and manual training, to teach the child to use 
its eyes and its hands, and to develop its senses and its muscular powers; 
and these new beneficent agencies In education, already well in play, are In 
the near future to go far beyond any stage at present reached, We do not yet 
see how to replace in urban education the training which the farm er’s boy 
or the seacoast boy gets from his habitual contest with the adverse forces 
of nature. The Gotts Island boy, on the coast of Maine, goes out w ith hlf 
father in tho early winter morning In n half-open sailboat to visit their lobster 
traps and bring home the entrapped lobsters. They start with a gentle breeze 
and a quiet sea, though the temperature is low. 
The boy knows Just how to 
steer tho boat five or six miles to sea, where the traps are sunk on some rocky 
spot which the lobsters love. The father is busy pulling the traps. The boy 
watches the weatlier, and suddenly he eays, “Father, there Is a nortliwester 
coming. 
See the clouds driving this way over tho hills." 
Tho boy knows 
just as well .as the father w hat that means. It means a fearful beat to wind­ 
w ard to get iiome, facing a savage spray and a falling temperture, the spi*ay 
dashing over the vessel and freezing to the sails and ropes and loading down 
the bow w ith Ice. It means a life-and-death struggle for liours, tho question 
being. Shall we get Into harbor or not before we sink? Now, that is a mag. 
nificent training for a boy, and the sheltered city offers nothing like it. The 
adverse forces of nature, If not so formidable that men cannot cope with them, 
are strenuous teachers; but In modern cities wo hardly know that the wind 
blows, or that tho flood Is coming, or that bitter cold Is imperiling all'anlmuJ 
lll’e,

(lirdt and Beasts Hear Sounds 
Wa 
Can't Detect—Have a Weather 
Sense, Too. 


Most people suppose a mole to b« 
dumb, but U l3 not. 
A mole can give 
a sound so shrill that it hasn't any ef- 
fect on the human ear at all, and an- 
other sound so low and soft that no 
human being can hear it.\et a weasel 
can hear bcth these sounds as plain- 
ly as you can the report of a gun, and 
a 
sound-registering 
machine, 
the 
phonautograph, Avill show them both, 
Avith scores of other sounds you are 
deaf to. 


The usual ncte of the mole is a low 
purr, which it uses a good deal while 
at Avork underground, and It can also 
shout at the top of its vcice, if hurt or 
alarmed; but though It shouted and 
purred in your ear you Avouldn't hear 
It. 
The 
sound-register, 
however, 
with its delicate pencil that 
marks 
the volume of sound on a paper, gives 
tho Quality cf both sounds. 


A weasel, too, Avhich is one of the 
mole's enemies, can hear these sounds 
through a couple of inches of earth, 
and often catches the mole when he 
throws up his hillocks of earth. 
Tho 
ccmmon field mouse, too, has a purr 
that is altogether beyond you, though 
you can hear 
hiin 
squeak 
plainly 
enough if he is hurt. 
A death's-head 
moth, too, can squeak, but that is done 
by rubbing his Avings together, and 
is not a voice at all. 


But the champion of all creatures 
for good hearing, and one that 
can 
hear a sound that is over a hundred 
degrees beyond our own limit, is the 
common thrush, and you may often 
amuse yourself by watching him at it. 
He can hear a lobworm moving under 
ground, locate him by the noise and 
haul him out. 


Often you may see a thrush stand 
perfectly still on your laAvn, cock his 
ears and listen intently, then make a 
couple of steps and haul out a fat lob- 
worm. 
Even the starling, which 
is 
about the size of a thrush, cannot do 
this, but he knows the thrush 
can, 
and, being a disreputable person with 
no common honesty, he (follows 
the 
young thrushes about on their worm 
hunts, and steals 
the worms 
from 
them as soon as they are caught. 


As for the smells you can't smell, 
they are more numerous than those 
you can, and if you want an example, 
go on your 
knees 
in a field 
where 
there are partridges and 
see if ycu 
can smell them six or seven yards 
away—or even a freshly dead one an 
Inch from your nose. 


They have no scent to you. 
But if 
you own a pointer dog you may watch 
him canter across a field at full speed 
and suddenly stop as if shot, tail out- 
stretched and body rigid, nose in the 
air, all because he caught the scent of 
a covey of birds some yards 
aAvay 
Avafted to him by the wind. 
He—and 
most other dogs—can smell a lark as 
far as a partridge. 


But If you chcose you 
can make 
yourself smell 50 percent better by 
Avetting your finger and 
draAving 
it 
under your nose. 
With damped nos- 
trils—like tuQ dog—you Avill 
detect 
scents that did not reach you before. 


Coming to the feelings you cannot 
feel, perhaps it is as Avell they are so 
numerous. 
You can feel a gnat set 
tie on your skin, but not a lake mid- 
get, nor 50 of them, and you cannot 
even feel their bite—though they stick 
a quiverful cf saws and flies into you 
—till the irritation begins. 


But watch one of those midges light 
on a horse's 
flank—though 
they do 
not weigh the 50,000th of a drachm— 
and you Avill see the horse give his 
whole skin a twist, round about Avhere 
the midge is, and try to shake it oft. 
Even though he has a shaggy coat, he 
can feel that midge alight. 


Besides these limits to your every- 
day senses, however, there are several 
sense Avhich 
you haven't got at all, 
but which plenty of other creatures 
have. 
One is the sense of weather. 
Ycu cannot tell by any Rense—except 
newspaper reports—what the weather 
will be the day after tomorrow, but 
animals can, for they carry 
natural 
barometers in their brains. 
When a 
frost, for instance, haS lasted a week 
or two. and all the meadows are bound 
up, you Avlll find insect-feeding olrds 
that have gone to the mudbanks of 
estuaries, moving back in flocks to tho 
fields 
thirty 
hours 
before the 
first 
signs of 
a 
thaw.—Chicago 
Record- 
Herald.

Most people suppose a mole to b€ 
dumb, but It is not, A mole can give 
a sound so shrill that it hasn’t any ef­ 
fect ou the human ear at all, and an- 
otHer sound so low and soft that no 
human being can hear it.\et a weasel 
cau hear bcth these sounds as plain­ 
ly as you can the report of a gun, and 
a 
sound-registering 
machine, 
the 
phonautograph, will show them both, 
with scores of other sounds you are 
deaf to. 
The usual ncte of the mole is a low 
purr, which It uses a good deal while 
at work underground, and it can also 
shout at the top of its vcice, if hurt or 
alarmed; but though it shouted and 
purred in your ear you wouldn’t hear 
it, 
Tho 
sound-register, 
however, 
with Its delicate pencil that marks 
the volume of sound on a paper, gives 
tho Quality cf both sounds, 
A weasel, too, which is one of the 
mole’s enemies, can hear these sounds 
through a couple of inches of earth, 
and often catches the mole when he 
throws up his hillocks of earth. 
Tho 
ccmmon field mouse, too, has a purr 
that is altogether beyond you, though

degrees beyond our own limit, is the 
common thrush, and you may often 
amuse yourself by watching him at it. 
He can hear a lobworm moving under- 
ground, locate him by the noise and 
haul him out. 
Often you may see a thrush stand 
perfectly still on your lawn, cock his 
ears and listen intently, then make a 
couple of steps and haul out a fat lob­ 
worm. Even the starling, which is 
about the size of a thrush, cannot do 
this, but he knows the thrush can, 
and, being a disreputable person with 
no common honesty, he ifollows 
the 
ycung thrushes about on their worm 
hunts, and steals 
the worms 
from 
them as soon as they are caught. 
As for the smells you can’t smell, 
they are more numerous than those 
you can, and if you want an example, 
go on your knees 
in a field where 
there are partridges and 
see if ycu 
can smell them six or seven yards 
away—or even a freshly dead one an 
inch from your nose. 
They have no scent to you. But if 
you own a pointer dog you may watch 
him canter across a field at full speed 
and suddenly stop as if shot, tail out- 
stretched and body rigid, nose in the 
air, all because he caught the scent of 
a covey of birds some yards 
away 
wafted to him by the wind. He—and 
most other dogs—can smell a lark as 
far as a partridge. 
But if you chcose you 
can make 
yourself smell 50 percent better by 
wetting your linger and drawing it 
under your nose. With damped nos­ 
trils—like tuQ dog—you will 
detect 
scents that did not reach you before. 
Coming to the feelings you cannot 
feel, perhaps it is as well they are so 
numerous. You can feel a gnat set­ 
tle on your skin, but not a lake mid­ 
get, nor 50 of them, and you cannot 
even feel their bite—though they stick 
a quiverful cf saws and files into you 
—till the irritation begins. 
But watch one of those midges light 
on a horse’s flank—though 
they do 
not weigh the 50,000th of a drachm

Tubular metallic bedsteads 
aro not only cheaper, lijihter and more 
easily flexible than those mndo of 
wood, but they offer no harbor for ver­ 
min and lend themselves more readily 
nnd without injury to disinfection and 
all tho processes of sanitation. 
For 
these reasons and because they are 
cheap, light and servlceablo the manu­ 
facturers oi! tubular bedsteads and 
other articles of furniture which began 
in England and was adopted in Ger­ 
many hardly a dozen years ago noAV 
employs capital estimated at $3,570,000 
and 50,000 to 60,000 opei*atives. 
“Bedsteads aro inade cithpr wholly 
of iron or steel tubing of the same 
tipped and decorated with brass and 
nickeled mountings, or wholly of brass 
tubing, tho latter class being, of course, 
the most decorative and expensive and 
adapted to luxurious households, hotels 
and private sanitariums. 
When in­ 
tended for hospitals iron bedsteads aro 
covered with a waterproof varnish 
which protects them from oxidation 
or injury in cleaning or disinfection. 
So cheap are the materials and pro* 
cesses of manufacture that the cata* 
logue prices for the difierent classes 
of bedsteads range as follows: Plain 
single iron bedsteads from $1.19 to 
iron bedsteads with bronze ornaments 
from ?0 to $24, and brass bedsteads 
from ?24 to $95. These rates include 
spiral spring or steel wire mattresses.” 


The largest cold storage plant in tho 
W’orld Nvill soou be oi>ened in Buenos 
Ayres, Argentine Republic. The plant 
will have accommodation for 15,000 
slaughtered sheep and 4(X)0 bead of 
cattle. Every day there will be slaugh­ 
tered oOOO sheep and 250 head of cattle.

It is reported that tho 
Chief of the Irkutsk police force made 
experiments with the new fabric: that 
every bullet shot from a large caliber 
revolver rebounded without making 
the slightest Impression upon the stuff. 
Trials are now being carried on by 
the Russian military authorities of the 
Department of Irkutsk.

‘‘Do you know that in a city the 
size of Washington drug stores are 
seldom moved?” said a down town 
druggist. “Well, it Is a fact Another 
thing, too, owners of property rented 
for drug store purposes want higher 
rentals than for almost any other 
class of business. 
“A druggist who has built up a busi­ 
ness in one place cannot afford to 
change his location. 
It is difierent 
from any other branch of trade. The 
greater part of the business done by 
a drug store comes from persons who 
live n^?ar by. Prescriptions and emer­ 
gency cases make up tho business to 
a largo extent. 
“To move three blocks away would 
make it necessary to start all over 
again In the matter of building up a 
clientele. 
Property owners know this 
and, as a rule, they will not rent their 
property for drug store purpos^es unless 
tho lease is a cumulative ono; that is, 
tho rental a little higher each j^ear. 
**What is true of us Is not true to any 
appreciable extent of grocers, dry 
goods dealers and tho like, 
A dry 
goods store might move half a dozen 
blocks, and th? w'oman 
had been 
a customer nnd received satisfactory 
treatment would go there Just the same 
for future trading. 
“But drug stores are more valuable 
the longer they remain in on? place. 
Rents continue to increase and we 
ha^*e to stand it.”—Washington Star. 


The curious phenom?na of “srmph- 
illsm” are being investigated by K. 
W’asmann. a German zoologist.

is the harboring of foreign species of 
insects, etc., in the nests of ants and 
termites, and it Is found that more 
than 100 species of arthropods, or 
creatures with jointed legs, are thus 
associated with the ants, at least 
eighty-five to ninety species being 
beetles.
